MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS 
NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 16th December, 1992 

S.O. 913(E),—Whereas the Central Government is of opinion that 
it is necessary to appoint a Commission of Inquiry for the purpose of making 
an inquiry into a definite matter of public importance, namely, the destruction 
of the Rani Janrna Bhoomi-Babri Masjid structure at Ayodhya on 6th December, 
1992. 


Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sectioii 3 of the 
Commissions of Inquiry Act, 1952 (60 of 1952j, the Central Government thereby 
appoints a Commission of Inquiry consisting of Justice Shri Manmohan Singh 
Liberhan, a sitting Judge of the High Court of Punjab and Haryana, 

2. The Commission shall make an inquiry with respect to the following 
matters :— 

(a) The sequence of events leading to, and all the facts and circumstances 

relating to, the occurrences in the Ram Janrna Bhoomi-Babri Masjid 
complex at Ayodhya on 6th December 1992 involving the destruction 
of the Ram Janrna Bhoomi-Babri Masjid structure; 

(b) The role played by the Chief Minister, Members of the Council of 
Ministers, officials of the Government of Uttar Pradesh and by the 
individuals, concerned organizations and agencies in, or in connection 
with, the destiuction of the Ram Janrna Bhoomi-Babri Masjid 
structure; 
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(c) The deficiencies in the Security measuies and other arrangements as 
prescribed or op rutted m practice by the Government of Uttar Pradesh 
which might have contributed to the events that took place in the Ram 
Janina Bhoomi-Bahri Masjid complex, Ayodhya town and Faizabad 
on 6th December, 1992; 

(d) The sequ nice ot events leading to, and all the facts and circumstances 
relating to, the assault on media persons at Ayodhya on 6th December, 
1992; and 

(e) Any other matteis related to the subject of inqiury. 

3. The Commission shall submit its report to the Central Government as 
soon as possible but not later than three months. 

4. The Commission may, if it deems fit, make interim reports to the 
Central Government before the said date on any of the matters mentioned in 
paragraph 2 above. 

5. The headquaiters of the Commission shall be at Lucknow. 

6. The Central Government is of opinion that, having regard to the nature 
of the inquiry to be made and other eiicumstanccs of the ease, all the provisions 
of sub-scction (2), sub-section (3), sub-section (4) and sub-section (5) of section 
5 of the Commissions of Inquiry Act, 1952 (60 of 1952), should be made appli¬ 
cable to the said Commission and the Central Government, in exercise ol the 
powers conferred by sub-section (1) of the said section 5, hereby directs that 
all the provisions of the said sub-sections (2). (3), (4) and (5) of that section 
shall apply to the Commission.
